any follow Chriſt in the [eli-denyal, and taking up 
the daily croſs, wichout which none can be truly his 
Diſciples. without they forlake all to follow him,and 
be reſigned up in their own Wills. wholely to fub'ect 
to the Will of God, as Chriſt came to do and ſuffer 
the Will of God, ſoare we his Followers alto, as ke 
ſuffered reproach in the world,and the contradiction 
of lingers ſo muſt we, as he ſuffered for Righteoul- 
nefs unto Death, ſo are we to be given up, it the 
Will of the Lord be ſo, and to be evil-ſpoken of and 
hated of all men for his Name's ſake , as he ſuffered 
for us, ſo we to be willing for him to fill up the 
Meaſure of his Sufferings, that if we ſuffer with 
him we may reign with him; ſo we confeſſing him 
before men, he will. confeſs us before his Father in 
Heaven therefore not any tobe afraid of men,who 
only can deftroy the Body, but fear God, who is as 
ble to deſtroy Body and Soul in Hell Fire, and f. » 
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believe in Jeſus Chrift, ki 4, (only) is able to ſave to 
the uttermoſt all that come unto God by him,who is 
the only Saviour (of the world) of all ſuch as believe 
in him, and are united with him in the one ſpirit 
to be in him and he is in us the hype of glory ,

bclief, ſeparated from God, alicnated in their Minds frcmthe 

Law cf God, and tocvery good work reprobated, &c. Sothe 
tree is known by its Fruit, as the good tree by its good Fr its, 
which are of the Spirit of God, to alſo the evil tree by its evil 

Fruits, which arc of cheerring Spirit the Devil, ſetting up his 
Threihold by God's Threſhold, his Alrars by Goa's Altar, in the

doth in all his *eed cf evil docrs ſince until this day, as they ha- 
ted Chriſt fo alſo bis followers, beca: fe their deeds are good, and 
their own evil, they being kept in the Spirit of the world,which 
hith no diſcerning of the things of Goc', bit only (.vours of the 
things of thi: World, eying only viſible things, and not the in» 
viſible God, who is only ptritually known to be a Sp'rit, and to 
be worſhipped in Spirit and Truth by all that draw near vnto him 
and profets his Name; but they arc ated in the outward forms by 
the Spirit ofthe world, that rules in them (out of the Power of 
God that brings out of evil) under the Power of the wicked one, 
who leads into all evi', and every ab: mination,and keeps them 
bound under it, being one Spirit with their father the Devil whote 
works they do, and will do,notwithſtanding the Lord s ſecret Re- 
proofs and Calls by his Word, »sgh in ther Hearts and Montber, 
m patience and long+ſuffering to lead them to Repentanc-, yet 
will receive none of his Reproofs, but caſt his word behind thcir 
Backs,hating to be reformed,ſo their deſtri ion is of them elves 
and God will be juſtified when he judgeth for their Evil Deeds 
done in the Body, which they muſt certainly give an account of, 


and receive their juſt and everlaſting reward and doom " = 
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Deviland his Angels, the Beaft and faiſe Prophet, if they repenit 
-not, Goye curſed, 6. and then it;will be a fearful thing to fall ins 


to the Hand of the living God ; For jhall nat he the Fudse of all the 


Earth ds juſtly, and who can eſcape? cc, for how have you the 


evil g:nerations of this wicked world corrupted your ſelves in all 
your wayes ? &c, for have you not abounded in all manner of 
wicked, and curled, and evi] (peaking and doing, as abominable 


"before God, profefſing ye know God, yet in works deny him, 
.perſecuting his ſeed,anJ ipeaking evil of what ye know not? how 
' bath Atherſm, Heatherſm, fnd4:/m and Antehbriſtianiſm long 
'reigned, anc. ow do theie abounJ until this time ? The Fool hath 
ſaid in his Heart there w 10 Ged;, the Heathen worſhipping their 


Idols inftead of the true God; the Aahomcrans, Mahomer inſtead 
of Chriſt the great Prophet; the Romaniſt and Papiſ?, &c, exalte 
ing 2 c4y.al man as a bead, inftead of Chriſt the head of his church 
which .is the ground and pillar of Truta ; Chriſt injoyning a ſpiri- 
'tual worſhip, they a formal, ſuperflitious and Idolatrous one; in 
-outward ob'ervations and c:remonies, &c, others called Chriſti- 
:ans pretended more reformed, yet fecting up Forms without the 
Power of Godlineſs, in the {ame Spiric of Enmity with the others 
againſt the true Worlhippers of God, who dcfire only to exalt 
. Chriſt and his Kingdom within , to know po other head or Law- 
giver in the church, but ke, whoſe kingdom is notof this world; 
but they ſeck pre-eminence, and to lord itover one another's 
Faith,& ſecking to impoſe upon the tonſciences of men,who are 
the Lord's free men,and cunnot be brought under any other yoke 
but Chriſt's, defiring to know nothing bvt him to reign, and no 
other law-giverbut Chriſt, and his government in their hearts,of 
which there ſhall be no end,whoſe ſcepter is a righteous ſcepter, 
and who ſhall rule until all his enemies be brought under his feet, 
when it may be ſajd,O death, where is thy ting? O grave,where is 
chyvittory? When weſhall thank our God chrough FeſwChrift,by 
Faith in whom we have overcome, &-c, and ſhall be made Partakers 
of everlaſting Glory with Chriſt, whenas the Memory of the withed 
ſhall rot, and they periſh in everlaſting wo and torment, 6c,
